Washington, April 4 (AP) 
—The War department re- 
, t>orted today that the anti­ 
aircraft gunners of the Philip­ 
pi ne’s Corregidor fortress shot 
j down two more heavy Japa­ 
nese bombers, increasing their 
bag to 17 destroyed in less 
than two weeks. 
Two other enemy raiders 
probably were damaged,

U.S. LOSES 3 
SHIPS; HAD NO 
AIR SUPPORT 


W ashington, April 4 (A P)—Tile 
Navy has announced th a t virtually 
unopposed Japanese bombers sank 
the aircraft tender Langley and two 
other warships in the battle of Java, 
but the southw est Pacific air tide 
was believed today to be turning, 
and Navy shipbuilding is far ahead 
of losses. 
About 700 officers and men were 
lost when the Langley was sunk 
off Java Feb 
27 and the Naval 
tanker Pecos was sent to the bottom 
nearby on M arch I. H ie Pecos had 
been carrying Hie Langley survivors, 
and only about one-third of Hie 
crews of the two sliips were saved, 
the Navy announced last night. 
Tile old fashioned, flush deck de­ 
stroyer Peary was bombed and sunk 
about Feb. 19 a t Darwin, Australia, 
going down with her guns firing. 
The loss of life was believed light. 
.More Air Bases 
Naval observers pointed out that 
when the battle of Java was fought 
U. S. vessels were handicapped by 
lack of air support. 
Now, however, 
the growing strength of American 
land-based units in northern Aus­ 
tralia may reverse the picture. Both 
fighters and bombers of G eneral 
M acArthur'# forces sweep regularly 
over w aters north of Australia where 
the Japanese effort in the south­ 
west Pacific has been concentrated. 
The new .sinking brought to 25 
the num ber of U. S. Naval losses 
in the war. T hus far ten destroyers, 
one 
battleship, 
ttiree subm arines, 
one cruiser, one aircraft tender, two 
Coast G uard vessels, two tankers, 
one target ship, one cargo ship, one 
gunboat, and two miscellaneous type 
vessels have been officially lusted as 
sunk. 
B ut the launching of 16 destroyers, 
a battleship, two cruisers, two a ir­ 
craft tenders and a num ber of other 
Naval 
craft 
since 
Pearl 
H arbor 
dwarfs these losses. 
And tragic as 
they are. the losses became insig­ 
nificant when com pared w ith the 
official published list of Naval ves­ 
sels under construction as of June 
30 last year—topped by 17 battle­ 
ships, 12 aircraft carriers and 35 
cruisers. 
The Japanese, on the oilier hand, 
have last a t least 30 warships includ­ 
ing a battleship, six cruisers and two 
airplane carriers. Their rate of new 
building is believed to be only a 
fraction of that of the United States.
